Five students on Cal State Long 
Beach’s Bateman Team will travel to 
Atlanta next month to compete as fi- 
nalists in a national competition for 
the Public Relations Student Society of 
America. 


The Bateman Team finished as one 
of three finalists for its “Pay Like a 
Champion” campaign on behalf of its 
client, Popmoney, a personal payment 
service company. This is the first time 
the team has finished as a finalist since 
2008. 

Bateman Team adviser Joni Ramirez 
said the competition is “like the Super 
Bowl of public relations.” 

For the competition, in which 51 
teams participated, students drafted a 
proposal and then conducted research 


to plan, implement and evaluate a com- 
plete public relations campaign, ac- 
cording to the PRSSA website. Teams 
completed research and planning from 
November to January and executed 
their plans in February. 

The CSULB Bateman Team is 
formed each year for the competition 
and this year’s team includes Andrea 
Sampson, Francisco Aguirre, Vannyda 
Thach, Brittney Arriola and Mariana 
Vaca, who are all senior journalism 
majors, emphasizing in public rela- 
tions. 

The team members said they are

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‘Social Vision’ presented at annual Psych Day 


UCLA professor shows how people categorize 
others using appearance and behavioral cues.

More than 150 students gathered 
in the Beach Auditorium to listen to 
University of California, Los Angeles 


psychology professor Kerri Johnson’s 


seminar on how humans interpret vi- 
sual cues to make judgments about a 
person’s sex, race and sexual orienta- 
tion. 

Johnson gave the presentation, 
“Social Categorizations as Decisions 
Made Under Uncertainty,’ Wednes- 
day, as part of Cal State Long Beach’s 
42nd annual Psychology Day. 

Before getting into the bulk of her 


presentation, Johnson mentioned that 
her work contains topics that. people 
don’t like to discuss and that people 
may not like what her evidence sug- 
gests. 

_ “Despite the tough topics we will 
cover, I promise to end on a happy 
note,” she said. 

Johnson’s data showed that people 
make decisions about a person’s race, 
gender and age almost instantaneously 
upon sight. She refers to this as “social 
vision.” 

“The integration of these visual and 


social components influence the 
social categorization that people 
make,” she said. “[Social catego- 
rization] is no longer all or noth- 
ing. Categorization is ... prone to 
systematic biases and quite conse- 
quential.” 

The professor bases her work off 
of the Heuristic Decision Model, 
which says that a person’s perceived 
social category is based on probabi- 
listic judgment of sensory cues and

offers new 
video game 
writing 
class

Film and electronics professor 
Adam Moore launched a brand new 
video game writing class this semester 
— the first of its kind at Cal State Long 
Beach. 

The class, Film and Electronic Arts 
490, focuses on teaching students how 
to write story lines for video games. For 
the class, students are split into “pods,” 
and are required to bounce ideas off 
each other to come to a consensus on 
the storyline for an assignment. 

Enrollment for the class is highly 
competitive and Moore said that all the 
seats filled up in 30 minutes. The class, 
however, is exclusive to film and elec- 
tronic arts majors, but it will be offered 
again during the fall. 

“To be a game writer, you just need 
creativity,’ Moore said. “You don’t 
need anything special.” 

Moore said every game-writing job 
is a challenge, as he experienced one 
when writing the script for the racing 
game “Dirt 3,” a best-selling video 
game that offers a massive open-world 
map of different cities all around the 
world, according to ign.com. 

He also collaborated with other writ- 
ers for the game “Ratchet and Clank: 
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a bias due to how it affects them. 

The seminar was broken into 
three categories: sex, race and sexual 
orientation. 

Perceptions of another person’s 
sex are made rapidly and based on 
the shape and motion of his or her 
body, Johnson said. The participants 
in the study found that when doubt 
is present, a person will typically 
assume someone is male rather than 
female. 

When speaking about race, in a 
study with biracial black and white 
subjects, Johnson said that when 
ambiguity is present in visual and au- 
ditory cues, a person will lean more 
toward judging the subject as black 
tather than white. 

In the section about sexual orienta- 
tion, she said judgments are made 
based upon body movement, and her 
data showed that bias is always a 
factor because people are reluctant to 
make the distinction between straight

and gay in order to avoid exposing 
people to a social stigma. 

Lisa Porter, a freshman child de- 
velopment major, said she liked that 
Johnson covered a topic that people 
think but never talk about. 

“These topics cause arguments be- 
cause they aren’t politically correct,” 
Porter said. “That’s why I don’t really 
talk about them.” 

She said her favorite part of the pre- 
sentation was Johnson’s data, which 
showed that fear impacts people’s 
judgments about sex and race. 

“It’s not really something I had 
thought about, but I understand the 
correlation,” Porter said. “I just didn’t 
think it affected the speed at which 
we made decisions.” 

Johnson’s presentation also showed 
that people make judgments on char- 
acteristics in a variety of domains for 
a number of reasons. 


Johnson earned her Ph.D. from 


Cornell University and is currently 
a professor of social psychology at 
UCLA..Her work has been featured 
on channels such as the Discovery 
Channel, BBC and TLC. 


Former CSULB journalism 
department chair dies at 89 


His colleagues remember him for being a 


“fearless columnist.”

Bob Wells, former chair of Cal 
State Long Beach’s journalism depart- 
ment and former columnist -for the 
Press-Telegram, died February 26 of 
congestive heart failure. He was 89. 

Lee Brown, a former colleague of 
Wells and a CSULB journalism pro- 
fessor, said he was remembered as be- 
ing smart, laid-back and easy-going 
during the brief time he worked with 
him at the Press-Telegram. 

“He was a fearless columnist and he 
supported liberal causes in a place that 
was relatively conservative,’ Brown 
said. “Long Beach in those days was 
little lowa by the sea and to be a liberal 
in those days was not common.” 

Others, such as retired CSULB jour- 
nalism professor Dan Garvey, worked 
with Wells and said he remembers him 
as someone people liked to be around. 

“He was a heck of a nice guy,” Gar- 
vey said. “I liked him very much. He 
had a great sense of humor and knew 
everything going on in the university 
and politics.” 

Wells also served as a political 
advisor to former Gov. Pat Brown, 
Democratic political boss Jesse Unruh 
and for John F. Kennedy’s press secre-

tary Pierre Salinger, according to the 
Press-Telegram. 

In September 1962, Wells was 
hired as an instructor at CSULB, but 
a year later, he took on the job as full- 
time director of information at the 
university, while continuing to write a 
daily newspaper column, according to 
the Press-Telegram. 

Wells took several leaves of ab- 
sence during his tenure at CSULB in 
order to pursue a career in politics. He 
worked on Unruh’s campaign for gov- 
ernor and served as press secretary 
for Salinger’s Senate bid, according to 
the Press-Telegram. 

Wells eventually returned to the 
journalism department in 1972 after 
resigning as CSULB’s public rela- 
tions director. Wells was also elected 
department chairman and was an ad- 
viser to the Daily 49er.

thrilled about the success of their cam- 
paign and will continue to put in more 
long nights to prep for the presentation in 
Atlanta. 

“We're stoked,” Arriola said. “We all 
are in shock that we’re really going to 
Atlanta. We’re really going to compete 
and represent Cal State Long Beach.” 

For the campaign, the team created 
“Popgirl,” a campus celebrity and mas- 
cot, a commercial, wrote and produced 
an original song and held an event to 
break a Guinness World Record. 

In its attempt to break the Guinness 
World Record, the Bateman team aimed 
to pop more party poppers than the cur- 
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rent world record of 536 at a CSULB 
basketball game in February. 

“Our lives were turned absolutely up- 
side down with the amount of work we 
had to put into it,’ Sampson said. “Get- 
ting that call was validation for us.” 

Students in the Department of Jour- 
nalism and Mass Communication who 
were selected for the Bateman Team 
worked alongside Ramirez in the fall and 
received course credit for their work. 

“I knew the students had produced 
an excellent campaign, and I was very 
excited to learn that they will be rec- 
ognized nationally for their hard work 
over the past six months,’ Ramirez 
said. 

Other universities that will compete in 
Atlanta are Loyola University New Or- 
leans and the University of Florida. The 


only other California school to place in 
the competition was Chapman Universi- 
ty, which received an honorable mention, 
according to the PRSSA website. 

“Even though we thought we were 
doing well, we didn’t know how well we 
were doing, whether we were in the bot- 
tom of the pack or the top,” said Vaca 
when describing her excitement about 
making it as a finalist. “We didn’t have 
anything to compare [our project] to. 
We are in the top three with two other 
schools who win every single year.” 

Chris Burnett, chair of the Department 
of Journalism and Mass Communication, 
said he is proud of the team’s efforts. 

“The students worked hard, and they 
have great direction, which paid off. Ev- 
eryone in the faculty is really excited for 
the Bateman team,” Burnett said.

Tools of Destruction,” the eighth made 
game in the series and also the first of 
the series to debut on the Sony PlaySta- 
tion 3. 


“There were no characters on screen, 
you would just hear the voices,” Moore 


said. “The game was written completely — 


on Excel sheets. There were at least 
10,000 to 15,000 cells with ... so many 
ways to say ‘good work’ depending on 
how your relationship was with the oth- 
er characters.” 

The program used for the class is 
Twine, software that can help even tech- 
nological novices build a non-linear 
story. 

For the class, students sit squished 
into a small room facing a projector 
screen just like any other class. But in- 
stead of a PowerPoint, they are greeted 
with text in boxes and arrows that des- 
ignate “routes” the protagonist can take 
in a game authored by Twine. 

Class participation was strong when 
Moore sampled “Starship Fabulous,” a 
dating simulation game made by Twine 
users Emma Joyce, Ayse Gursoy and 
Chris Johnston. 

Moore, who is also a writer for film, 
television and video games, said that 
this semester is a jumping point to pub- 
lishing an iPhone mobile game next se- 
mester with the cooperation of a game 
engineering class. 

Before progressing with the produc- 
tion of the iPhone mobile game, Moore 
said the class play-tested it as a card 
game to see if it was enjoyable enough 
to complete. 

Moore said that unlike television and 
film, in video games, the player is in the

adventure. 

“In a game, you're an active part of 
the story,” he said. “You get to connect 
to the audience in a much more compel- 
ling way.” 

Moore said he hopes that this class 
will lead to a “brand new track” in the 
way that a student can major in film and 
electronic arts, but with an option in 
video game writing. 

Students like senior film and elec- 
tronics major Viki Lopez said she want- 
ed to take this class because she thought 
that Moore’s teaching and video games 
would be a good combination. 

“I focus on writing, so I wanted to 
know more about how the writing as- 
pect for video games works,’ Lopez 
said. 

Senior film and electronics major 
Micah Sauers said he was leaning more 
toward programming but would like to 
gain background knowledge of what 
goes into video game narratives. 

“T’ve always debated what I wanted to 
go into ... [this class] gave me a chance 
to learn how to do video game writing a 
little bit to get a kind of better perspec- 
tive in what I wanted to do,” Sauers said.

IS NoT ‘OK’ 


merica is a very special place to live; in this 

country, we are free from persecution of 

religious beliefs and from discrimination 

based on personal opinions. That’s the idea, 
anyway. In reality, people are still unfairly punished and 
ostracized for expressing themselves in perfectly legal 
ways. 

Prior to stepping down from his position as chief 
executive officer of the Mozilla Corporation, Brendan 
Eich was exposed by “OkCupid,” as a donor to the 
Proposition 8 campaign back in 2008. The proposi- 
tion was a ballot measure that sought to legally define 
marriage as a union between a man and a woman. ~ 

In the days after Eich was “outed,” Mozilla employ- 
ees demanded that Eich resign from his CEO position, 
which he did. We feel that this is incredibly unfair. By 
contributing to a campaign, Eich exercised his right 
to political liberty by participating in the American 


democratic system. To punish him for that and to ridi- 
cule him for that is unethical. 

There is no indication that his personal views would 
have influenced how he ran the company or how he would 
treat his employees. He didn’t jump on a platform and yell 
homophobic slurs — he merely emphasized his vote in 
favor of “traditional marriage.” 

His campaign contribution totalled only $1,000, ac- 
cording to Tech & Gadgets. Let’s be real — that’s a pit- 
tance in comparison to the total funds major campaigns 
raise. He didn’t fund the entire campaign as a whole, 
and his contribution was moot anyway as the proposi- 
tion was eventually overturned by the Supreme Court. 

OkCupid not only criticized Eich’s campaign contribu- 
tion from six years ago, the online dating site also denied 
access to the site to anyone using a Mozilla Firefox 
browser. We are uncomfortable with this reaction because 
it only furthers tensions between supporters of gay mar- 


riage and supporters of traditional marriage. 

Eich had been with Mozilla since the project was 
born in 1998. In the early 2000s, he helped to create 
the Mozilla Foundation and the Mozilla Corporation. If 
anything, we are critical of the employees who demanded 
his resignation; we feel that these employees are quick to 
judge and quick to discard someone who had an integral 
role in their employment. 

BBC News reported that Eich responded to this un- 
fortunate turn of events by saying, “I am committed to 
ensuring that Mozilla is, and will remain, a place that 
includes and supports everyone, regardless of sexual 
orientation, gender identity, age, race, ethnicity, economic 
status or religion.” 

We applaud Eich’s professionalism and wish that his 
employees had been more understanding of his views. Open- 
mindedness is a two-way street, and it looks like Mozilla is on 
the wrong side of the road.

A new music festival has emerged and 
offers a diverse selection of entertainment 
that draws in cash-strapped Angelenos 
who can’t make it to Coachella. 

Presented by cARTel: Collaborative 
Arts LA, Brokechella began from hum- 
ble roots as the beloved Community Pool 
event. Negin Singh, Brokechella Art Di- 
rector, said the Community Pool was a 
platform for bands, comedians and a va- 
riety of other acts to come together and 
showcase their talents with other artists 
based in Los Angeles. 

“The event became Brokechella when 
we noticed it fell on the same weekend as 
Coachella,” Singh said. “We decided to 
postpone it initially, but the idea came to 
embrace it and make it an alternative for 
people who could not make it to the des- 
Chit 

Over the years, Brokechella grew sig- 
nificantly. The first year, the event drew in 
a little more than 400 people, and today, it 
averages about 5,000, Singh said.

As a result, Brokechella has also grown 
in the selection of musical acts it offers. 

“We believe in increasing the value be- 
fore we consider increasing the price, and 
we do all that we can to keep prices low,” 
Singh said. 

Brokechella ticket prices have increased 
but only slightly, from $5 to $10 for pre- 
sale and $20 at the door. The increase has 
to do with the need for more security and 
to house a larger audience for the event’s 
larger scale, Singh said. 

What began as one stage in its infancy 
quickly grew into four, distinguished by 
the diverse array of offerings. The four 
stages this year are called Shifty Rhythms, 
Brownies and Lemonade, The Lounge and 
cARTel Stage. From hip hop to house mu- 
sic and even comedy, Singh said he be- 
lieves Brokechella offers something for 
everyone, even if they don’t like music. 

The event will take place in a vacant lot 
in Downtown Los Angeles, which is often 
used as an open space for movie produc- 
tion. 

“What really sets us apart from Coachel- 
la is the L.A. culture, and there’s something 
beautiful about repurposing a landscape for 
an event like ours,” Singh said. 

Artists showcasing Brokechella are 
from L.A. who generally perform at ven-

ues across the city. The beauty of the event 
is that many attendees won’t be familiar 
with the nearly 40 performers that will 
take the stage Saturday, from Kera and the 
Lesbians and Marvel the GR8 to comedi- 
ans Sammy Obeid and Myke Wright. 

The musicians showcasing the event are 
not paid, but are performing out of love for 
their art form. Singh said that they hope 
to someday be able to pay the guests art- 
ists, but they come for the exposure and the 
love for what they do. 

All artists are welcome to apply from 
the end of January to the first week of 
March, and are booked through an ex- 
tensive listening process. Singh said 
they organize listening parties months 
ahead of time and spend hours ensur- 
ing that their selections are as diverse as 
possible. 

While diversity is encouraged, Singh 
said Brokechella is about celebrating co- 
existence while leaving out the negativity 
found at other events. 

“These Los Angelians really make it 
what it is,” Singh said. “We wanted to cre- 
ate a platform where we celebrate music 
and art with a positive vibe throughout the 
event.” 

Doors open at 3 p.m. Saturday at 590 
Santa Fe St. in downtown. 
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On Saturday before the sun comes up, 
thousands of record stores all over the nation will open their doors to 
committed music fans prepared to fight for a finite number of vinyl 
titles from their favorite musicians. 

Record Store Day began in 2007 as a celebration of the indepen- 
dent record stores. This national musician’s holiday is observed on 
the third Saturday of April each year. 

Many artists will release material that is unique to this day only. 
For example, Green Day will be releasing an album full of never- 
before heard demos called “Demolicious.” 

Not all titles are exclusive to Record Store Day, but the majority 
can only be found on ebay if they’re not snagged from the stores 
already. While most records are sold above market price, they are 
well-worth a dent in the wallet for collectors. 

For those who don’t plan to buy records, stores such as Amoeba 
Records in Los Angeles and Fingerprints Record Store on Fourth 
Street will have in-store performances. Fingerprints will hold 
performances and signings for the following musicians:

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The Dirtbags will endure their toughest stretch over the next three weeks, facing three ranked opponents at Blair Field.

The next few weekends will be very telling for the Dirt- 
bags, who will host three nationally ranked teams in Big 
West Conference play. 

First up is a series against the No. 21 UC Santa Barbara, a 
team that started the season unranked and has ridden senior Joey 
Epperson into the top 25. Epperson, who sees time at third, first 
and outfield, leads the nation with a .441 batting average. 

The following weekend, the Dirtbags take on No. 4 Cal 
Poly. The Mustangs boast a record of 31-5 this season and 
have been one of the most consistent teams in the nation. 
Pitchers Casey Bloomquist and Matt Imhof are a combined 
15-2 with ERAs of 1.58 and 2.07, respectively. 

The rugged stretch of weekend games ends against rival 
No. 23 Cal State Fullerton, who already took two of three 
from the Dirtbags earlier in the season. The Dirtbags have 
not won a series against the Titans since 2008. To end the 
streak, they will have to beat a healthier Titan rotation than 
they did a few weeks ago, as sophomore Justin Garza has 
been working his way back into the CSUF rotation. 

Blair Field is no stranger to ranked teams this season. The 
Dirtbags have already played host to Vanderbilt, UCLA, 
Arizona State and Indiana, who were ranked eighth, 17th, 
18th and 28th. respectively, when they took the field at Blair. 

“That’s the goal when you schedule quality opponents,” . 
head coach Troy Buckley said. “That is a barometer and 
a measuring stick without the ability to lose confidence. I 
don’t think we’ve played a game where we’ve been com- 
pletely overmatched or blown out.” 

The Dirtbags have had an up-and-down season, thanks 
in part to the injury bug. Injuries to Ryan Strufing and Nick 
Sabo: have opened the door for other pitchers to step up. 

Most recently it has been Josh Frye, who has thrown 14 in- 
nings of shutout ball on the last two Saturdays. 

“Guys have to come in and step up when you don’t an- 
ticipate things happening,” Buckley said. “|Frye] has been 
throwing the ball pretty good the last three weekends. You 
want that to continue and build that staple, where you know 
what you're getting. We’re shooting for a little more con- 
sistency.”
